Williamstown has decided to offer 
for public tender its historic “Short Road 
Ferry”, at present lying in the river. 

Williamstown Council, sitting in committee 
last Monday, decided this. Adoption of the recom- 
mendation is a formality. 

The council will favor an offer which will 
emphasise the tenderer's desire to preserve the 
ferry as a tourist attraction to Williamstown. 

The council operated the ancient coal-burning,- 
steam-driven ferry under licence from the Mel- 
bourne Harbor Trust. 

It decided to stop the ferry’s operation across 
the river only when rising costs became a 
crippling burden to Williamstown’s hard-pressed 
ratepayers. 

Many people and organisations have written 
to the council offering to take over the ferry or 
making suggestions about its ultimate disposal. 

Many people would like to see it kept either in 
the river as a part of a museum, or on land. 

Some have suggested that it should be a part 
of the railways museum. , p 

The City of Castlemaine was interested in 
putting it on display in its own region. Thompson’s 
famous foundry did the engineering work on the 
erry.
